Proposed by Director 
Moyer 


For the purpose 
of increasing the 


number of students and decreasing the 
per capita cost so In time reduction 
may be possible in charges, Director 
James A. Moyer of the division of uni- 
versity extension of the state board of 
education 'has inaugurated a campaign 
for the further development of class 
Instruction 
groups 
throughout 
the 


state. 
Mr. Moyer believes that class 


instruction will operate to make more 
virile and effective. 
Class instruction 


which provides a leaner to groups of 
twenty or more once a week Is not 
meant as a substitute for the corre- 
spondence work but is designed to meet 
the needs 01" students 
in 
the 
more 


thickly populated sections of the state 
anxious for personal leadership. 


The latest efforts of the department 


in this direction has been the issurance 
of ,a special bulletin on class instruc- 
tion .which will shortly be made avail- 
able throughout the state for free dis- 
tribution. 
This bulletin sets forth In 


detail 
the 
character of the courses 


offered and full directions for the for- 
mation of such groups and their regis- 
tration with costs and other data. 


The. department of university exten- 


sion is also co-operating with the Con- 
necticut Valley colleges In the exteu- 
sion courses and lectures 
which 
the 


officials of those colleges have prepared 
as the result of conferences held by 
them and this department The colleges 
concerned, Amherst, the International 
Y. M. C. A.. Massachusetts Agricultural, 
Mount Holyoke. the Northfteld schools, 
and Smith will carry the chief burden 
of the work. But as many of tho in- 
structors are also available 
for the 


board of education the state work will 
receive considerable impetus. 


Local headquarters for tho admin- 


istration of both the college exten- 
sion work carried on under the aus- 
pices of the department of university 
extension and that offered by the Con- 
necticut valley group of institutions 
has been established at the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural college, 
Amherst. 


This is another advantage that will 
acrue to Mr' Moyer's department, in 
that It will furnish a local headquar- 
ters for his department in tho Con- 
necticut valley. As a result residents 
o£ that section will be able to secure 
information at 'first hand. 


This co-ordination of university ex- 


tension work as carried on under the 
Joint auspices of the state board .of 
education and the Connecticut valley 
group of colleges it is felt will make 
for greater efficiency. Tho courses giv- 
en by the colleges are naturally simi- 
lar to those given during the regular 
scholastic year. Certain of them have 
been especially designed for teachers 
and professional people. 
The Massa- 


chusetts Agricultural college courses 
arc naturally based on rural life con- 
dition's. 
The state university exten- 


sion department offers courses aimed 
particularly to aid the wage earner 
other than tho agriculturalist F.eeking 
to rise In his profession with the tech- 
nical education which is important. 


During the spring months tho state 


department has ten classes in opera- 
tion with a total enrollment of over 
300. 
Six of these were In commercial 


Spanish In five different parts of the 
state. This course has been specially 
prepared by the department and is 
designed to enable the student nfter 
20 lessons to read and answer business 
communications from Latin-American 
sources. 
Two classes in retail store 


selling composed of the employes of 
two of the large 
retail 
houses In 


Brockton were also conducted. These 
classes were backed by the employers 
who paid the registration and class ex- 
penses of the employes who completed 
the course. In Springfield another class 
was organized in one of the large man- 
ufacturing plants where a group of 
employes took a course in shop sketch- 
Ing. 
Here the management gave one 


hour a week, the employes contribut- 
ing the same, thus allowing 'wo hours 
a week for the lesson. 


A recent survey of the enrollment 


lists in correspondence and clnss In- 
struction has shown that 1100 of the 
1500 
who have studieii are wage earn-

two years, however, a definite program 
for raising budgets has been devised 
and as a r.esult the financial problem 
in the local centres is rapidly being 
solved. 


Since the introduction of the plan 


of short-term campaigns for financing 
the work, a total of 
S563.13S.S4 has 


been contributed. The development of 
this feature of the movement is shown 
strikingly by tho figures for 1016. Be- 
ginning with the first of the year, a 
total of 5361.422.S4 has boon raised for 
local work. 
This means that three- 


fifths of all the money pledged for lo- 
cal development of scouting since the 
campaign method was 
adopted has 


been raised since Jan. 1 of the present 
year. 


One of tho most remarkable things 


about the Boy Scout movement is the 
largo results it obtains from a com- 
paratively small amount of funds.. The 
average budget for scout work is $12,- 
000 for three years. 
This means that 


the Boy Scout movement costs the 
average city about $4000 a year, an in- 
significant sum as compared with the 
expenditures of other 
organizations 


and as compared with the results ac- 
complished. 


The work of placing the movement 


on a flrm foundation in local com- 
munities has only just begun.

Director 
James A. Moyer of the division of uni- 
versity extension of the stale board of 
education hns inaugurated a campaign 
for iho further development of class 
instruction 
groups 
throughout 
the 


state. 
Mr. Moyer believes that class 


instruction will operate to make more 
virile and effective. 
Class instruction 


which provides a teaher to groups of 
twenty or more once a week is not 
meant as a substitute for the corre- 
spondence work but is designed to meet 
the needs of students 
in 
the 
more 


thickly populated sections of the state 
anxious for personal leadership. 


The latest efforts of the department 


in this direction has been ths issurance 
of a special bulletin on class instruc- 
tion which will shortly be made avail- 
able throughout the state for free dis- 
tribution. 
This bulletin sets forth In 


detail 
the 
character of the courses 


offered arid full directions for the for- 
mation of such groups and their regis- 
tration with costs and other data. 


The department of university exten- 


sion is also co-operating with the Con- 
necticut Valley colleges in the exten- 
sion courser, and lectures which 
tho 


officials of those colleges have prepared 
as the result of conferences held by 
them and this department. The colleges 
concerned. Amherst. the International 
Y. M. C. A., .Massachusetts Agricultural, 
Mount Holyoke, the Northficld schools, 
and Smith will carry the chief burden 
of the work. But as many of the in- 
structors arc also available 
for 
the 


board of education the state work will 
receive considerable impetus. 


Local headquarters for the admin- 


istration of both the college exten- 
sion work carried on under the aus- 
pices of the department of university 
extension and that offered by the Con- 
necticut valley group of institutions 
has been established at the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural college. 
Amherst. 


This is another advantage that will 
acme to Mr. Mover's department, in 
that it will furnish a local headquar- 
ters for his department In the Con- 
necticut valley.' ' As' a result residents 
of that section will "be able to secure 
information at first hand. 


This co-ordination of university ex- 


tension -work as carried on under the 
joint auspices of the state board of 
education and the Connecticut valley 
group of colleges it is felt will make 
for greater efficiency. The courses giv- 
en by the colleges are naturally simi- 
lar to those given during the regular 
scholastic year. Certain of them have 
been1 especially designed for teachers 
and professional people. The Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural college courses 
are' naturally based on rural life con- 
ditions. 
The state university exten- 


sion department offers courses aimed 
particularly to aid the wage earner 
other than the agriculturalist seeking 
to rise in his profession with the tech- 
nical education which Is Important. 


During the spring months the state 


department has ten classes in opera- 
tion with a total enrollment of over 
300. 
Six of these were in commercial

This course has been specially 


prepared by the department 
and is 


designed to enable the student after 
20 lessons to read and answer business 
communications from Latin-American 
sources.

pump In the state- has been sealed and 
all its errors corrected. 


This Investigation will allay the ap- 


prehensions of thousands of automo- 
bile owners throughout Ihe state bc- 
cause there has been a steadily grow- 
ing feeling on the part of Mr. Average 
Motorist that ho would like to have 
some visible proof besides the dealer's 
word thai he was receiving full meas- 
ure.

ciated. 


The tests that will be made will bo 


thorough. 
Bach pump will be tested

The deplorable conditions existing in 
the rural schools of Arkansas on ac- 
count of the short term of school are 
pointed out in our previous talk. l,et us 
hope,

dawning for the rural schools of Ar- 
kansas. 
There is a state-wide cam- 


paign now on in Arkansas to amend 
the constitution so ns to make the 
maximum school tax 12 mills, instead 
of 7 mills as al present. Dr. Charles H. 
Brough, the newly nominated candidate 
of teh democratic party for governor, 
pledged himself before the State Teach- 
ers' association at Little nock in April 
to tour the entire state in. a campaign 
In favor of this amendment for a higher 
school tax. 
There Is now a well or- 


ganized 
campaign on 
in 
Arkansas 


among educators, business and profes- 
sional men in favor of this amendment. 


As we have noted in previous talks, 


regarding the length of the school term, 
there are rural school districts in Cali- 
fornia with only a 50-day school term: 
in Colorado, with only a 55-day school 
term: in Florida, with only a 30,day 
echool term; in Georgia, with only ,1 
25-day school term: in Illinois, with 
only a 44-day school term; In 
Tow.i, 


with only a 40-day school term; in No. 
Dakota, with only a 20-day term; iti 
South 
Dakota, with only a 
60-day 


school term; in Tennessee, with only a 
55-day school term; and in Texas, with 
only a 20-day school term. And there 
are other states in which, the campaign 
for a longer rural school term should 
be waged in season and out of season. 


As a rule, when we speak of length- 


ening the school term, it presupposes 
the need of more money. 
But in our 


next talk we shall endeavor to show 
how the school term may be lengthened 
without voting another mil! of school 
tax. 
Tt is due the taxpayer, so far as 


possible, that we Increase the school 
term without increasing his tax; but 
where this is impossible, the taxpayer 
must be patriotic enough to be willing 
to pay the necessary increase of schoo'i 
tax. 
If the patriotism of the lax-pay- 


er will not prompt him lo do this, he 
fihould do it for the sako of enlightened 
selfishness if for no other higher pur- 
pose. He should know, wtlh 
Edward 


Everett, that "Education is a better 
safeguard of liberty 
than a standing 


army"; with Benjamin H. Hill that "No 
nation ever yet paid too much for the 
education of its people, and the more il 
pays for this purpose the richer an<:

significant sum as compared with the
